Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1951. 

The  Report  is  given  in  its  usual  form.  In  the  first  part  of  the 
Report,  sections  dealing  with  STAFF,  STATISTICS,  HEALTH 
SERVICES,  and  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE:  are  combined  to  show 
particulars  both  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  and  for  each  District.  In 
the  second  part  of  the  Report,  separate  sections  are  given  for  each  of 
the  live  Districts  dealing  with  the  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
OF  THE  DISTRICT,  HOUSING,  and  INSPECTION  AND  SUPER¬ 
VISION  OF  FOOD.  Separate  reports  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are 
not  given,  but  the  record  of  their  work  is  incorporated  in  the  Report. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimated  population  for  the  Joint  Health 
Area  for  mid-1951  is  99,095.  The  estimated  populations  for  each 
District  are  given  on  page  10,  together  with  those-  for  mid-1950. 
The  final  figures  for  the  Census  taken  in  April,  1951,  are  not  yet 
available.  The  Registrar-General’s  estimated  populations  for  rnid-1951 
have  been  used  for  the  statistical  calculations  in  this  Report. 
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The  BIRTH-RATE  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was  14-7,  compared 
with  14  6  for  the  Area  in  1950,  and  15-5  for  England  and  Wales  in 
1951.  The  rate  in  Sevenoaks  Urban  District  remained  the  lowest  in 
the  Area. 

The  DEATH-RATE  for  the  Joint  Area  was  12-6,  whereas  that  for 
England  and  Wales  was  12 '5.  In  1950  the  death-rate  in  the  Joint 
Area  was  11-6. 

The  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE  for  the  Area  was  29  6,  the 
same  as  for  England  and  Wales. 

Two  MATERNAL  DEATHS  occurred  in  the  Area  during  the  year. 
Infectious  Disease. 

Although  the  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  was  higher  than  in  the  previous  year  when  the  incidence  was 
low,  no  deaths  occurred  from  any  of  these  diseases.  Only  one  case 
of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  Area. 

Poliomyelitis. 

During  the  year  15  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified,  including 
one  fatal  case.  In  4  cases  no  paralysis  developed.  The  age  distribution 
of  the  cases  in  the  Area  was  as  follows: —

Tuberculosis. 

In  1951,  61  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  22  new  cases 
of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified,  compared  with  78 
pulmonary  cases  and  20  non-pulmonary  cases  in  1950.  During  the 
year  there  were  21  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  4  from 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  compared  with  32  deaths  from 
pulmonary  and  3  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  1950.  The 
figures  for  each  District  are  shown  for  the  last  5  years  on  page  20. 

Food  Hygiene. 

Much  educational  work  was  undertaken  by  Sanitary  Inspectors 
and  many  structural  improvements  carried  out.  Notices  requesting 
customers  not  to  bring  dogs  into  food  premises  were  distributed 
during  the  year. 
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The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949:  Section  20.  (Under  this 
section  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  may  prohibit  Milk  from  being 
used  for  human  consumption  or  require  it  to  be  treated  before 
being  used,  if  this  appears  to  him  to  be  necessary  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  disease.) 

No  action  was  necessary  under  this  section  during  the  year. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948:  Section  47.  Removal  to-  suitable 
premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

During  the  year  it  did  not  prove  necessary  to  apply  for  Orders  for 
the  removal  of  any  persons  under  this  section,  but  many  visits  were 
paid  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  old  people.  District  Officers 
and  Home  Help1  Organisers  of  the  County  Council,  and  Voluntary 
Workers,  were  most  co-operative  in  arranging  home  care  for  certain 
of  these  old  people.  Other  cases  were  voluntarily  admitted  to  hospitals 
or  homes. 


Legislation. 

A  number  of  new  Acts  and  Regulations  affecting  the  Public  Health 
Department  came  into  operation  during  the  year;  a  list  of  these  is 
given  in  page  15.

RURAL  HOUSING  SURVEY. 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey  was  completed  in  1951.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  there  were  9,768  dwelling-houses  in  the  District;  5,515  houses 
of  under  £13  rateable  value  were  covered  by  the  Survey.  For  the 
purpose  of  the  Survey  a  temporary  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  was 
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appointed  between  December  1945  and  March  1946,  and  a  temporary 
Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  from  April  1949  until  the  completion 
of  the  Survey.

113  houses  share  sanitary  accommodation ;  in  2  cases  earth  closets, 
in  the  remainder  W.C.s.

Supplies  were  sufficient  throughout  the  year.  All  samples  of  main 
water  examined  were  satisfactory.  Samples  were  taken  from  the 
supplies  of  the  five  water  companies  serving  the  area. 

The  private  estate  supply  at  Dene  Park  in  the  parish  of  Hadlow 
was  dispensed  with  when  the  main  supply  was  extended  to  all  the 
properties  on  the  estate  during  the  year.  Two  Category  V.  cottages, 
without  a  water  supply,  were  converted  into  one  following  informal 
action,  and  the  main  supply  extended  from  the  highway  and  laid  on 
to  the  converted  dwelling. 

Lead  service  pipes  are  not  in  general  use  in  the  area  and  no  cases 
of  contamination  occurred  during  the  year. 

Three  hundred  yards  of  f-inch.  service  pipe  was  renewed,  as  the 
old  service  pipe  was  fractured  and  admitting  contaminated  surface 
water.  Three  well  supplies  were  found  to  be  contaminated  and  sub¬ 
sequently  abandoned  when  main  water  was  laid  on  to  the  properties. 
During  the  year  five  houses  served  by  a  contaminated  well  supply 
were  dealt  with  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  are 
no  longer  occupied.  One  house  which  relied  on  weekly  delivery  by 
water  cart  war  similarly  dealt  with  and  has  been  demolished.

The  programme  commenced  in  1950,  which  aimed  at  improving 
the  structural  conditions  of  cafes,  restaurants;  and  canteens,  was 
proceeded  with  during  the  year.  At  one  large  cafe,  service  counters 
were  lined  with  plastic  and  glass  containers  provided  to  minimise  the 
danger  of  contaminating  foodstuffs.  At  four  roadside  cafes,  the 
kitchens  were  thoroughly  repaired,  improved,  and  internal  wall 
surfaces  relined.  One  hotel  kitchen  was  improved,  new  fittings  pro- 
vided  and  walls  completely  re-decorated.  One  industrial  canteen 
kitchen  was  altered,  giving  additional  facilities  for  the  staff. 
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All  bakehouses  were  regularly  inspected  during  the  year.  At  one 
bakehouse  the  floor  was  taken  up  and  relaid,  and  a  new  flour  loft 
provided.  At  four  bakehouses  notices  requiring  cleansing  and  lime¬ 
washing  were  complied  with  promptly. 

Three  butchers’  premises  used  for  the  manufacture  of  sausages  and 
meat  pickling  were  improved  by  the  walls  being  relined  and  re¬ 
decorated.

Only  one  slaughterhouse  was  in  operation.  In  this,  32  pigs  were 
killed  and  inspected.  Parts  of  3  carcases  were  condemned,  2  for 
tuberculosis  and  1  for  other  disease.  One  sheep  was  killed.

Plans  were  well  advanced  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  the  complete 
overhaul  and  redecoration  of  one  cafe. 

During  the  year  3  bakehouses  were  closed.  One  bakehouse  was 
completely  redecorated  throughout.  The  defects  found  in  the  others 
were  mostly  the  need  for  whitewashing  of  walls.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  plans  were  well  advanced  for  the  erection  of  a  new  bakehouse 
to  replace  an  old  existing  one  which  is  too  small  for  the  trade,  and 
which  does  not  permit  of  good  hygienic  conditions. 

One  multiple  store’s  warehouse  and  preparation  rooms  were  com¬ 
pletely  redesigned  with  new  sanitary,  washing  and  cloakroom 
accommodation.  One  fish  shop  installed  a  refrigerated  covered  display 
cabinet  as  a  precaution  against  dust  and  flies.  Cold  storage  facilities 
for  fish  at  another  shop  were  improved,  and  3  shops  carried  out 
improvements  to  floor  drainage.
